WASHINGTON (NC) — As the AIDS epidemic 
grows, Catholic attention to the crisis and church 
programs to help its victims are also growing. 


: Catholic bishops are fostering educational as well as 
“@  ~—-service programs, especially in California where a public 
1 campaign is under way to quarantine victims of AIDS — 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome — and deny 

them ordinary civil rights. 


RECENT CATHOLIC efforts include an AIDS hot- 
line just established in one California diocese, an 
ecumenical support program in another, and increasing 
programs for AIDS victims by Catholic-sponsored health 
care facilities. 

In June Mother Teresa of Calcutta asked President 
Reagan to help her Missionaries of Charity find land 
where they could establish a center for AIDS victims. She 
earlier made a similar request to Mayor Ed Koch of New 

¢€ York, where her sisters run a residence for AIDS 
sufferers. 

‘‘Tet’s not take it (AIDS) as a punishment but as a sign 
that’God wants us to open our hearts and love one 
another,’’? Mother Teresa said in a June speech in 
Washington to the National Council for International 
Health. 


AIDS HAS no known cure yet. It kills its victims, 
usually in less than three years, by destroying the body’s

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FRANCISCANS SUE ESTATE — : , 


The 
Franciscans have sued the estate of a deceased 
member of their order who, although under a 
vow of poverty, apparently accumulated 
$873,000 in cash, bank accounts and a 
$300,000 beachfront Florida home. According 
to court records and information from the 
Franciscans, the wealth was accumulated by 
Franciscan Father Angelus DeMarco, 68, who 
died of a brain tumor in 1984 in a hospice in 
Arlington, Va. The Franciscans’ New York- 
based Holy Name Province, Father 
DeMarco’s community, filed suit in Palm 
Beach County Circuit Court, West Palm 
Beach, in early July, contesting the disposition 
of the estate. The estate also is claimed by the 
dead priest’s brother, sister and 12 nieces and 
nephews. Franciscan Father Cassian Miles, 
New York provincial communications 
director, said ‘‘nobody knows’’ how Father 
DeMarco got so much money or the $300,000 
house. 


THEOLOGIANS APPOINTED — Pope 
John Paul If has named two Catholic 
University of America theologians, William E. 
May and Father Carl J. Peter, to the 
30-member International Theological 
Commission. May, 58, and another new 
appointee, British theologian John Finnis, 
were the first two laymen ever named to the 
commission. Father Peter, 54, who was dean 
for eight years of Catholic University’s school 
of religious studies, just completed one term 
on the theological commission and was re- 
appointed for another five years. He and 
May are the only U.S. members of the new 
commission. In all, the pope named 17 new 
members to the commission and re-appointed 
13 from the previous commission. A new 
commission, consisting of no more than 30 
theologians, must be appointed by the pope 
every five years. Its purpose is to advise the 
Holy See, especially the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, on important theological 
issues facing the church.

Ferrario of Honolulu, in a formal decree, said 
that as of July 1 Catholics can register in their 
parish of choice, even if they live within the 
boundaries of a different parish. He 
anticipated that people who adopted a parish 
by choice ‘‘would no doubt be more 
enthusiastic in their membership.’’ Father 
Philip Murnion, head of the National Pastoral 
Life Center in New York, said it was his 
impression that the idea of crossover 
parishioners ‘‘is accepted very widely’’ in 
pastoral practice throughout the United 
States, but ‘‘decreed very little.’? One 
interpretation of the church’s new Code of 
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Canon Law is that it allows the practice 
without any need to provide for it by diocesan 
decree, Father Murnion said. 


PRIEST PROBED — The general secretary 
of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
has named a three-bishop panel to advise him 
whether Jesuit Father Michael Buckley should 
still become executive director of two NCCB 
committees in light of a 1977 statement of 
dissent he signed regarding ordination of 
women. The general secretary, Msgr. Daniel 
Hoye, said July 16 that Father Buckley had 
agreed to clarify in writing his position on 
theological dissent itself and on whether the 
1977 statement he signed disagrees only with 
the arguments or with the conclusion of a 
Vatican declaration that year which rejected 
the ordination of women to the priesthood. 
Named to study Father Buckley’s response 
and advise Msgr. Hoye on the appointment 
were Archbishop Daniel Pilarczyk of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, Bishop Walter Curtis of 
Bridgeport, Conn.,° and Bishop Michael 
Murphy of Erie, Pa. 


SANCTUARY SUPPORT — Two orders of 
nuns have joined other religious groups in 
endorsing the concept of sanctuary for Central 
Americans coming to the United States. The 
Mission Region of the Sisters of St. Joseph- 
Third Order of St. Francis voted in late June 
to support the sanctuary movement, while the 
Victory Noll Sisters announced their support 
for sanctuary in early July. As of June 1986 
there were 307 sanctuary ‘‘congregations’’ in 
the United States, according to the Religious 
Task Force on Central America in Chicago, a 
national clearinghouse for sanctuary activities. 
Local churches, religious congregations and ad 
hoc groups are all counted as 
“‘congregations.’? Among the sanctuary 
‘congregations’? are 49 Catholic groups, 
including both parishes and religious orders, 
the task force said. 


MORE MONEY, LESS PAPERWORK — 
A Catholic relief official told members of 
Congress July 17 that overseas hunger relief 
agencies need more money and less 
bureaucratic interference if they are to achieve 
long-term success. Lawrence A. Pezzullo, 
executive director of Catholic Relief Services, 
in written testimony for a hearing of the House 
Select Committee on Hunger, criticized a 
“‘plethora’’ of paperwork in government- 
funded overseas programs. A thick layer ‘‘of 
bureaucratic procedures and practices has 
accumulated around food programs over the 
last 30 years,’’ he said. ‘‘While no one would 
deny the need to be accountable, it is 
questionable whether the current plethora of 
paper that surrounds food programs _ is 
necessary.’’ Sometimes, he said, it appears the 
bureaucracy ‘‘commands more attention that 
the recipients.’’

POVERTY AND BOMBS — Poverty can be 
linked to the nuclear arms race and to 
abortion-on-demand, participants in the July 
11-13 national conference of Prolifers for 
Survival were told. Dr. Consuelo Beck-Sague, 
a physician with the federal Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta and keynote 
speaker at the Chapel Hill, N.C., conference, 
found the poverty parallel between the two 
issues. ‘“There is a growing sense of alarm 
with the U.S. arms policy,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
military budget draws our resources... 
Because of our peacetime buildup of weapons, 
funding for development and research in 
critical health and social areas has decreased.’’ 
Beck-Sague added that since legalized 
abortion-on-demand, social programs for 
children and mothers are not priority budget 
items. 


FAMINE CONTROVERSY — A Vatican 
agency has criticized African political 
instability and detrimental international 
pricing systems as major contributing factors 
in Africa’s widespread famine. The world 
pricing system, ‘‘aggravated by competition 
and profit,’’ is a principal cause of hunger, 
said an article by Fides, Rome-based press 
service of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Evangelization of Peoples. ‘‘The world agro- 
food market has become an _ enormous 
international business, managed by large 
multinational companies that determine the 
volume of the commercial exchange, the prices 
and distribution of the agricultural products 
according to their own convenience, to the 
detriment of countries of the Third World, 
whose economies are almost always based on 
the agricultural sector,’’ said Fides. 


BISHOP ENTERS TREATMENT — 
Bishop Daniel L. Ryan of Springfield, I1., 
said that he has entered a three-month 
program for alcoholism. He made the 
announcement in a statement in the Catholic 
Times, Springfield diocesan newspaper. He 
said tests during a recent physical examination 
“identified in me the disease of alcoholism and 
evidence of attendant cardiovascular concerns. 
I have therefore entered upon a full program of 
treatment, which holds out high hopes of 
complete recovery and rehabilitation,’’ said 
the bishop, who is 55.

A FUNERAL Mass was 
concelebrated July 11 at St. Jude’s 
Church by Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 
and some 70 priests of the diocese. 
Father James Sassone, associate pastor 
of Blessed Sacrament Church and 
eulogist at the Mass, spoke of the living 
sermon which had marked Father 
Sims’ life. He quoted Father Sims’

frequently heard remark, ‘‘I have tried 
to teach the people how to live. Now I 
will try to teach them how to die.”’ 


The congregation laughed when 
Father Sassone recalled Father Sims 
openly cheating at golf, as well as the 
priest’s continued humor up until his 
death. Bishop Maher praised Father 
Sims’ ‘‘spirit of detachment’’ which 
was seen in his ‘‘total resignation to the 
will of God.”’ 


Father Sims was buried July 12 at a 
private service at Holy Cross 
Cemetery. He is survived by ‘his 
mother, Agnes Sims, and brother, 
Jack Sims, both of Thousand Oaks.

Board decision should end clinic issue

The San Diego City Schools Board of Education’s 3-2 
vote against further study of school-based health clinics 
will most likely be the final chapter in a controversial 
saga, both supporters and opponents of the clinics agree. 


Opposition to campus health clinics had been growing’ 
since Superintendent Tom Payzant introduced the 
proposal six months ago. The concern by parents and 
religious leaders focused on the family planning services 
that may have been offered in school-based clinics, 
including dispensing of contraceptives to students. 


SUPPORTERS DENOUNCED the emphasis on 
birth control, saying this was only part of a 
comprehensive health package. Students could also obtain 
mental health care, physical examinations, weight and 
nutritional advice, immunizations, family counseling and 
eye care. 


The benefits, however, were not enough for board 
members Kay Davis, Larry Lester and John Witt to 
support the clinic. After listening to some 50 citizens voice 
their opinions, the three board members voted to end the 
discussion permanently. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, an outspoken critic of the school 
clinic proposal, said the school board’s decision 
‘‘warrants our praise and gratitude.”’ 


IN ‘A prepared statement Bishop Maher — who in 
May called for parents to keep their childen home from 
school for one day to protest the proposal — also praised 
the many citizens ‘‘who expressed so vocally their opinion 
that these. . . clinics undermine parental authority and 
religious values.”’ 


According to Bishop Maher, the school clinic proposal 
highlighted the moral issues involved in the controversy. 
‘‘We are healthier for the encounter, but we must grow in 
strength and constantly be on the alert’’ in case the issue 
resurfaces. 


School board president Susan Davis, who voted in 
favor of the clinic, believes the clinic proposal will not 
resurface. “‘At this time I don’t see the school board 
moving ahead in any concerted way,”’ she said. 


IT IS possible individual communities may continue 
studying the implementation of health clinics, she said, 
but not with district funding. 


Davis believes. the proposal’s defeat was due to public 
misunderstanding about its purpose. ‘‘There was a lot of 
misconception on what we were trying to do,”’ she said. 
“In reality family planning was a minor part of the 
program.” 


The school district’s intent “‘was to find ways to extend 
resources to the many needs kids bring to school today,”’ 
she said. ‘‘The issue was: ‘Is there a value to provide

WASHINGTON (NC) — Two Catholic officials have 
criticized a pilot public school sexuality program which 
encouraged teen-agers to postpone engaging in sexual 
intercourse, avoid pregnancy when they did engage in 
intercourse, and discuss sexuality with their parents. 


The program, conducted in Baltimore inner-city junior 
and senior high schools by Johns Hopkins University 
School of Medicine, provided nurses and other 
professionals to advise students in the schools and offer 
sex education, counseling and contraceptives in a nearby, 
off-school-premises clinic. 


THE PROGRAM was offered at the two schools in 
addition to the regular sex education program used by 
Baltimore public schools. _ 


The project and its results were announced at a July 9 
news conference in Baltimore. The results also were 


better health services to kids?’ In most large urban 
districts they have stepped in and have helped.”’ 


THE PROPOSAL, continued Davis, ‘‘was defeated 
on the basis that schools don’t belong in the health care 
business.’’ However, school nurses and counselors ‘‘are 


not crossing a line that has never been crossed before,”’ 
she added. 


Davis agreed that if the family planning portion had 
been eliminated, the proposal wouldn’t have faced such 
opposition. ‘‘In hindsight it could have been pulled out.”’ 


But the task force didn’t want to preclude discussion on 
family planning, she added. Rather, they chose to leave it 
to the citizens to decide. 


FATHER DENNIS Clark, superintendent of Catholic 
schools for the Dioéese of San Diego, was one of the clinic 
opponents who addressed the board July 8. He said the 
likelihood of dispensing contraceptives and birth control 
information, as well as undermining parental control 
brought the clinic idea to defeat. 


“‘Advocates failed to make a case for the need of 
supplementary health care,’’ he said. ‘‘It was clearly a 
family planning-oriented proposal which (proponents) 
attempted to deny.’’ 

Father Clark said there could be a need for the other 
services a school-based clinic would have provided. ‘‘One 
can make a case for doing more in any kind of setting,”’ 


he said. ‘‘Possibly the needs are there, but the case wasn’t 
made.”’ : 


FATHER CLARK agreed with Davis that the school 
clinic is a dead issue. ‘‘As Tom Payzant said, ‘The 
community has spoken. The message is very clear and 
that’s that.’ ”’ 


Father Douglas Regin, Catholic Community Services 
executive director and member of the task force appointed 
to study the feasibility of school-based health clinics, said 
he was surprised by the board’s decision. 


Initially the board was interested in the clinic as a way 
out of budgetary problems, he said. Funding for the 
clinics was to have come from outside sources. 


DURING THE course of the task force meetings 
Father Regin said he knew they would recommend 
further study and a health clinic pilot project. “‘I felt the 
only approach (to presenting opposing discussion) was 
through the board,’’ he said. 


Father Regin also said that questions regarding legal 
liability and inconclusive data affected the board’s 
decision. ‘‘The task force tried to make a case, but they 
didn’t adequately present a need,’’ he added. 


FATHER REGIN believes that while school-based 
health clinics won’t make their way on to San Diego 
campuses, family planning services with referrals are still 
conceivable.

reported in the May-June. issue of Family Planning

Parenthood. 


Aspects of the program and study were criticized by 
Richard Doerflinger, assistant director of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ Office for Pro-Life 
Activities, and by Michael Schwartz, director of the 
Catholic Center at the Free Congress Research and 
Education Foundation, a New Right organization. 


BUT SCHWARTZ also praised the program for 
apparently encouraging teen-agers to postpone engaging 
in sexual activity, even if only for several months. 

The study found that among students at participating 
schools, the first act of intercourse was postponed from a 
median age of 15 years, seven months of age, to 16 years, 
two months. 


Use of contraceptives by students served by the 


program also was higher than among those not served, 
the study said. It added that after 20 months, the 
conception rate fell “‘by 22.5 percent among program 
students’ but rose ‘‘39.5 percent among non-program 
girls.’’ 

DOERFLINGER, IN a statement July 15, criticized 
the study for not discussing whether girls who did become 
pregnant had abortions. — 


He said the ‘‘study would be more credible if, for 
example, it discussed whether the clinic in the study 
showed an increase in abortion referrals when it claimed 
to be simply reducing pregnancies.”’ 


He said that the schools not involved in the program 
also had a ‘‘value-free’’ sex education course. The schools 
in the Johns Hopkins program may have ‘‘counteracted 
the adverse effects of this course through additional 
factors, such as counseling on sexual responsibility and 
encouraging parent-child communication,’’ he said.

One is reminded of the old saying, 
“I’m up. Pull up the ladder.’’ 


Many Americans are doing very well 
indeed. They own their own home; some 
have two. 


THEY HAVE a couple of cars, several 
pieces of sophisticated electronic 
equipment, ample furniture and 
appliances, and enough left over for an 
annual vacation trip. 


They don’t understand why everyone 
else isn’t doing so well as they are. A few 
bad breaks notwithstanding, it must be 
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their own fault. 
‘“‘God helps those 
themselves,’’ and all that. 
THE PROBLEM with Americans 
who have more than enough isn’t that 


they are necessarily heartless or cruel or 
insensitive.

They wouldn’t grab a sandwich away 
from a starving person. They just don’t 
believe that anyone could be starving in 
so affluent a society. 


There must be some explanation for 
poverty, but whatever it is, it isn’t our 
fault. 


IN THE meantime, the media (with 
some outstanding exceptions) and most of 
the reigning political and business 
establishments keep this ‘‘other 
America’’ from public view. The 
comfortable majority is left in what the 
old moral theology textbooks called 
invincible ignorance. 

If compassion is out of fashion in 
politics, it isn’t doing all that well in 
religion either. 

Religious people continue to kill each 
other in the name of God. Others seek to 


ruin careers and and 


livelihoods.

STILL OTHERS are content to 
violate the Fifth Commandment through 
less drastic means: calumny, detraction, 
and rash judgment. 


For many, the great antidote to 
harshness and severity is personal contact 
with their victims. 


As the Lord’s own parable reminded us 
(Luke 16:19-31), it was only when the 
rich man actually saw the poor Lazarus in 
Abraham’s bosom that he began to realize 
the extent of his own indifference and 
selfishness. He begged for mercy, but it 
was too late. 


EVEN RELIGIOUS people learn to 
moderate their harshness when they gain 
some first-hand experience of a problem, 
and especially when the problem erupts in 
their own family. 


One wonders how many of the sternest 
defenders of Catholic. orthodoxy on 
homosexuality, for example, actually 
know any homosexuals, or have 
homosexual relatives and friends. 


One can ask the same question about 
abortion and divorce. 


IN THE absence of personal contact, 
these Catholics find it relatively easy (too 
easy, in any case) to adopt a get-out-and- 


stay-out-you-no-good-blankety-blank 
attitude. 


Loyalty to the church’s teaching on 
sexual ethics does not compensate for 
violations of the same church’s teaching 
on charity, justice, and compassion. 


Compassion means, literally, 
“‘suffering with.’’ To be compassionate is 
to feel the pain of another. 


IT DOESN’T require that you agree 
with the other, or approve of the other’s 
behavior. It simply means that you try to 
put yourself in the other’s shoes and feel 
the other’s pain. 


Jesus himself demanded of his disciples 
that they love even their enemies: ‘‘If you 
love those who love you, what credit is 
that to you? For even sinners love those 
who love them But love your 
enemies . . . Be merciful, even as your 
Father is merciful’’ (Luke 6:32-36). 


“Judge not,’’ the Lord continued, 
“‘and you will not be judged; condemn 
not, and you will not be condemned; 
forgive, and you will be forgiven.” 


IF THEIR words and behavior are 
any indication, some of Jesus’ present- 
day disciples must think that the Lord was 
being a little soft-headed there. 


Unless, perhaps, they’re part of the 23 
million who can’t read. 


The economy pastoral: practicing what we preach 


I hold in my hand what I’m sure the 
bishops will give overwhelming approval 
to when they get together in Washington 
this fall: their three-years-in-the-making 
letter on the U.S. economy. 


It was christened between the second 
and third drafts. ‘‘Economic Justice for 
All: Catholic Social Teaching and the 
U.S. Economy”’ is how the libraries and 
data bases will now list it. 

IT HAS become our American 
church’s first social encyclical now that we 
are truly a world power. . . the ‘“‘world’s 
economic giant’’ is what the letter calls 
us. 


There are, of course, problems. 


First, reflecting the social philosophy of 
the papal encyclicals, the document 
recommends an “‘activist’’ role for 
government. Even the most recalcitrant 
conservatives admit that the simple free 
market-economy doesn’t work anymore 
(if it ever did) and governments do have a 
role to play. However, the arguments 
continue over how great a role that role 
should be. 


THE BISHOPS are sending their 
letter out at a time when there is a

conservative swing among first world 
powers. No one need be told that our 
present administration believes in less 
government for the people. The same 
applies in England. 

In Europe, the failures of socialism 
(which is a nasty word for extreme 
government running of the economy) 
have led to an option for communism in 
many countries. Something, we 
Americans naively believed could never 
happen. But at last count, for example, 
the mayor of every major city in Italy had 
run and won on the communist ticket.

Agreement on Tariffs and Trade

THIRDLY, LIKE the Canadian 
bishops who called for strong church 
involvement in labor unions. (including 
using the parish to educate and unionize 
workers), the letter renews a long- 
standing support for the ‘‘right to 
organize.’’ But it also recommends new 


“forms of cooperation’’ which are sure to 
disturb both labor and management alike. 


Perhaps, however, the ‘greatest’ 
difficulty the letter will create for church 
leadership is the benchmark it gives to 
anyone who decides to probe the actions 
of the U.S. church itself: 


e If the official policy supports labor 
unions, then we can’t fight them in 
Catholic hospitals. 


¢ IF THE official policy calls for a 
minimum wage that reflects the effects of 
inflation, then we’ve got to boost salaries 
for priests, sisters, nurses, teachers etc. in 
our institutions. 


e If the official policy calls for 
cooperation between management and 
labor then we’ve got to be sure deacons, 
laymen and laywomen are involved in 
decision-making at every church level. 


Realistically, then, accepting the letter 
will require us to give a high priority to 
prompt economic reform in our own 
church structures.

Statue of Liberty 


We have just celebrated the 210th 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
100th anniversary of the Statue of 
Liberty. Yet we are still a young and 
vigorous nation and only just beginning 
to comprehend the awesome documents 
of the Declaration and the Constitution 
with its amendments. In all humility and 
due respect our founding fathers did not 
invent true freedom and neither did the 
authors of the ancient democracies of 
Rome or Greece. Like everything else, we 
have inherited it from God. 


In the 210 years that have passed we 
Americans have gained some rights and 
lost others. One hundred and twenty-one 
years ago black slavery officially ended. 
Sixty-six years ago women officially were 
given the right to vote. We have made 
advancements in racial and religious 
tolerance. 


On the negative side babies in the 
womb have lost the right to life and 
newborn babies with defects have lost that 
same right. If the trend continues elderly 
people within 10 years will also be denied 
the right to continue to live. 


Children of school age are denied a tax 
funded education if their parents choose a 
parochial school. Yet all parents not in the 
poverty level pay taxes as an equal right 
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and as an equal duty. They do not have 
the equal right to choose the education 
they want for their children. 


The Constitution lists the duties of the 
judges of the Supreme Court. They are 
empowered to make legal. decisions to 
ensure that all laws enacted come under 
the umbrella of the Constitution. Yet the 
majority of those justices have recently 
made decisions that infringe on the duties 
of a scientist or a pope of the church. 
Making decisions legalizing abortion 
(because a baby is not a person according 
to the judges), and legalizing sex between 


_ consenting adults have in effect negated 


the fifth and sixth Commandments: 
‘*Thou shalt not kill’? and ‘‘Thou shalt 
not commit adultery.’’ Even a scientist or 
a pope does not have the awesome power 
to make such decisions that abrogate the 
commandments God gave to us through 
Moses. It is hoped that when President 
Ronald Reagan replaces some of the 
retiring elderly justices, that sanity will be 
restored and that the Supreme Court will 
once again confirm itself to its proper 
expertise which is law and not religion or 
the sciences.

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Quake felt during early Sunday liturgies

SAN DIEGO — Pictures falling from the shaking walls 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe rectory July 13 at 6:46 a.m. 
sent Jesuit Father Richard Brown, pastor, to church 
where the early Sunday morning liturgy was being 
celebrated. 


Father Dominic Berra of the Augustinian monastery, 
celebrant, had just begun his homily when the earthquake 
was felt inside the 50-year-old brick church. Most of the 
assembly — a few of them crying — headed for the exits 
and remained outdoors about 10 minutes, Father Brown 
said. 


“I FELT apprehensive . . . I could only wait and trust 
in God,”’ he said, adding that the ‘‘congregation was also 
fearful, but not panicky.”’ 

Father Berra continued his homily and the pastor 
returned to the rectory. The quake dominated his 
thoughts and became the theme of his homilies on 


preparedness for death. 


The other five Sunday Masses were packed, and the 
number of confessions heard before these liturgies was 
more than usual, he said. 


FATHER BROWN described the quake-caused cracks 
in’ the church’s ceiling as ‘‘cosmetic, not structural 
damage.”’ 

St. Joseph’s Cathedral ‘‘shook noticeably’’ during the 
6:30 a.m. Mass celebrated by Father Giles Conwill, said 
eucharistic minister Leo Renner. 

About 25 went outdoors, a few screaming, Renner 
said. ‘‘At first I thought it was just another quake. As it 
continued I started looking toward the doors.’’ 

DESPITE THIS reaction, he said the spiritual 
security of a church offers the best refuge during an 
earthquake. 

Father Conwill checked the exits. He added a petition 
for God’s protection, along with the reminder to use 


common sense if an evacuation were necessary, Renner 
said. 


“T was nervous, but not panicky. I just left it to God,”’ 
said Luisa Antonio, parish receptionist who was in the 
first pew during Mass. The quake did not damage the 
cathedral, she said. 


“AN UNDULATING, but not threatening noise”’ 
was heard at Mission San Luis Rey Church, said 
Franciscan Father Eric O’Brien who was beginning the 
Preface for the 6:30 a.m. Mass there when he felt the 
quake. 


He said he stopped the prayer for about two minutes as 
the shaking continued. 


Some of the worshippers who filled the church went 
outdoors, but there was no noise or signs of alarm among 
them, he said. 


The mission buildings did not incur any damage, 
according to a parish receptionist.

Osburn: love conquers hate

SAN DIEGO — Jesus asks his 
followers to love the Sandinistas, the 
Contras and Moammar Khadafi because 
he died for them, Catholic lay evangelist 
Charlie Osburn told participants gathered 
at Jack Murphy Stadium July 19 for 
Victory Celebration 86. 


He illustrated ways of following Jesus’ 
command to “‘love your enemies, do good 
to those who hate you (Luke 6:27)’’. 


THESE WORDS were spoken to 
Jewish people filled with hatred for the 
Romans, the evangelist explained. Their 
animosity began with Herod’s slaughter 
of male Hebrews under 2 years old, and 
intensified during years of persecution. 


The Romans crucified thousands of 
Jewish people, over-taxed them and 
“‘took advantage of their women,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Some Jews tantalized the Romans 
so much’’ the latter cut out their tongues. 


The Hebrews expected Jesus to free 
them of this oppression and ‘‘set up the 
nation of God by might and power,”’ 
Osburn continued. 


HE COMPARED the mentality of the 


Jewish people during the time of Christ 
with that of Christians today who find it 
difficult to understand the Sermon on the 
Mount. ‘“‘Loving your enemies is total 
power. When you take the love of God 
into a situation of hate, you’ll conquer 
it,’’ he said. 

Like their Jewish ancestors, 
contemporary Christians also 
misunderstand the meaning of freedom, 


he added. ; 


‘Freedom is knowing the Lord Jesus 
Christ . . . is surrendering to the Word 

. is knowing we have eternal life.’’ 
Freedom lives in the hearts of those who 
have received Jesus and his message; it is 
not in a political situation, he 
emphasized. 


HE NEGATED the term ‘‘freedom 
fighters,’’ stressing that freedom is not 
achieved through violence. 


The evangelist said that loving one’s 
enemies is a form of unconditional love 
required for living according to gospel 
values. 


He explained the concept of enemies 
being in a person’s household (Matt. 
10:36). The ones we judge most severely 


are members of our family and parish, he 
said. 


‘SONS OF God choose to lay down 
their lives for their wives and husbands; 
they choose to become servants,’’ he said. 


Osburn pointed out non-Christian 
attitudes in the United States which ‘‘calls 
itself a nation under God’’ and boasts a 
65 percent Christian population. 


He decried the millions of abortions 
performed here. ‘‘If you refuse to kill, 
sue, or do anyone harm, our lawyers will 
be looking for jobs,’’ he said. 


“*THE DILEMM<A in our churches is 
that we’re not loving and serving one 
another.’’ If the local Christian 
community supported Paul Carroll 
(Victory Celebration ’86 organizer), this 
place would be full, he said, referring to 
his audience of about 40. ‘‘It doesn’t 
matter if there are five or 5,000,’’ the 
Florida-based preacher said. 


Osburn urged his listeners to ‘‘funnel 
the things of this world into the Gospel.’’ 
He contrasted Jesus’ manner of giving 
everything away with the American style 
of bottling, taping, and selling goods. 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy 
eternal happiness and peace. Amen.

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Maryknolls celebrate 75

MARYKNOLL, N.Y. (NC) — While 
much of the nation riveted its attention 
this year on Statue of Liberty anniversary 
celebrations, a lesser noticed anniversary 
has been marked all year only an hour 
from the statue — the 75th anniversary of 
the founding of the Maryknoll missionary 
order. 


Just as the dedication of the statue 
represented a sort of coming of age for the 
United States, the creation of Maryknoll 
in 1911 under the formal title of the 
Catholic Foreign Mission Society of 
America represented a new maturity for 
the church in America. 


ONLY IN 1908 had America been 
removed from its status as a ‘‘mission’’ 
territory by the church in Rome. And 
while a few American Catholics by 1911 
had served abroad as missionaries with 
foreign-based groups, the Catholic 
Foreign Mission Society of America was 
the first society established by the 
American church to work in foreign 
missions. 


‘Today its members — priests, brothers 
and sisters, lay men and women — are 
working in more than 30 countries of 
Africa, Asia and Latin America. The 
Maryknoll headquarters are at Ossining, 
N.Y., on the Hudson River north of New 
York City. 


Suitably enough for a nation laying 
aside Civil War resentments in a new 
century, Maryknoll was founded by a 
Northern priest, Father — later Bishop — 
James Anthony Walsh of Boston, and a 
Southern priest, Father Thomas 
Frederick Price of North Carolina. 


FATHER WALSH, who would 
become the first superior and serve until 
his death in. 1936, was Propagation of the 
Faith director in Boston and editor of a 
mission magazine, The Field Afar. Father 
Price, living in a region where Catholics 
constituted a tiny minority, and editing a 
magazine, Truth, was giving attention 
initially to home missions, but with the 
ultimate goal of extending his work

Eucharistic Congress in Montreal, they 
decided to approach Cardinal James 
Gibbons: of Baltimore and see if they 
could get approval for a missionary 
society. 


On the recommendation of Cardinal 
Gibbons, the archbishops of the United 
States approved formation of the society 
at a meeting in April 1911 at The 
Catholic University of America in 
Washington. Maryknoll formally came 
into being when Pope Pius X approved its 
formation June 29, 1911. 


FATHER WALSH’S and Father 
Price’s foreign mission interest was 
centered especially on the Orient, and 
most especially on China.

Father Price as leader. But he suffered an 
attack of appendicitis and. died the 
following year in Hong Kong at the age of 
29% 


The others in that first group were 
Father Bernard Meyer, Father Francis X. 
Ford, who became a bishop and died in a 
communist jail cell in 1952, and Father 
James Edward Walsh (no relation to the 
founder), who became a bishop, was 
imprisoned from 1958 to 1970, and died 
at Maryknoll in 1981. 


Meanwhile, Mollie Rogers, a young 
Boston woman who graduated from 
Smith College in 1905 and later taught 
zoology there, went back to her home in 
Boston to teach so she could help Father 
Walsh with The Field Afar. Though not 
among the first group of three women to 
join Maryknoll in 1912, she came shortly 
afterward, and Father Walsh put her in 
charge. 


THEY STARTED a novitiate to form 
a religious community, but after more 
than a year learned they were not 
canonical — did not hold official church 
recognition — because no one had told 
them they had to get permission first from 
the Holy See. Eventually, they got 
permission and went through a novitiate 
under the direction of the Dominican 
Sisters of Sinsinawa, Wis. 


The women became and_ remain 
Dominicans — the Maryknoll Sisters of 
St. Dominic. Mollie Rogers became 
Mother Mary Joseph, headed the order 
until 1947 and continued to inspire it 
until her death in 1955. 


But though the Maryknoll sisters retain 
allegiance to the Dominican tradition, 
their identity as Maryknollers takes 
precedence. They use the Maryknoll 
Missioner initials, MM, and are a self- 
governing community, based across the 
road from the Maryknoll fathers and 
brothers and working in close cooperation 
with them, but independent and 
determining their own life and ministry. 


MARYKNOLL’S ANNIVERSARY 
celebrations this year have been tied to 
three key events in the society’s first year 
of existence. 


The jubilee observance began with a 
Mass and luncheon last April at Catholic 
University in Washington to mark the 
1911 approval by the U.S. archbishops. It 
continued with a celebration June 29 at 
Maryknoll on the 75th anniversary of 
papal approval. And it will conclude next 
Jan. 6 when Maryknoll marks the arrival 
75 years earlier of the first three women, 
Mary Louise Wholean, Sara Sullivan and 
Mary Augustine Dwyer.

Children living at the St. Vincent De Paul shelter 
had a chance to develop their soccer skills July 19 with 
the help of San Diego Sockers defenseman Kevin 
Crow. 


Crow gave a clinic on soccer fundamentals to some 
15 homeless children who temporarily live at the 
shelter with their parents. The soccer clinic is one of 
many activities shelter workers have planned this 
summer. 


WITH DONATIONS from the Ladies of Charity 
and Caridad International, the shelter has been able to 
plan trips to several of San Diego’s community parks 
for educational and recreational activities, according to 
Michael Figueroa, a St. Francis seminarian and camp 
program coordinator. 


Figueroa said that between 15 to 40 youth, ages 5 to 
17, participate in activities each week. He is assisted by 
Darrel Blevins, another seminarian, and several other 
volunteers. The faces change every week, since 
families are only allowed to live at the shelter for two 
weeks. 


An estimated 250 children will take part in the 
shelter’s summer recreation program, said Figueroa. 
““The kids come to us when their parents check in at 
the center,’’ he said. Providing the children with 
summer activities also allows their parents free time to 
seek jobs, he added. 


THE SUMMER recreation program runs from 8 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Youths are divided into two age 
groups for the morning activities. 

In the afternoon a tutorial program directed by 
students and faculty of San Diego State University is 
held at the shelter, located at 32 17th St. The program 
seeks to keep children interested in schoolwork during 
summer vacation. 

Figueroa also said that youth ministers from several 
parishes assist children from the shelter by sponsoring 
activities at their respective churches or recreation 
areas.

LAST WEEKEND’S soccer clinic gave boys and 
girls a chance to learn more about the sport. It also 
gave Kevin Crow an opportunity to show gratitude for 
his good fortunes. 

“I’ve been very fortunate the way I was brought up 
—a stable family and a good home,”’ said Crow. ‘‘Not 
everyone is so fortunate. The least I can do is come out 
once a month and spend a little time with these kids 
and show them that people care about them. It gives

them a good feeling about themselves.’’ 


Crow began working with disadvantaged youth 
through the help of a friend, Noel Allen, a fund-raising 
specialist at St. Vincent’s.

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Soldiers arrest group assisting refugees

WASHINGTON (NC) — An interfaith group of 
Americans, Canadians and Australians helping to resettle 
war refugees in El Salvador was arrested July 16 and later 
deported after being told by soldiers they could pass into a 
restricted area, a Jesuit priest who led the group said July 
18. 


The group had accompanied about 600 war refugees 
trying to return to their homes near Aguacayo, about 30 
miles north of San Salvador, July 15. 


THE 19 Americans, two Canadians and _ two 
Australians were arrested July 16 and were detained 
overnight at police headquarters in San Salvador. ‘Fhey 
were taken by bus across the border into Guatemala July 
17. 


Army officials said the group was arrested for being in a 
war zone without permission and was expelled for 
endangering civilian lives. 


In a telephone interview July 18 from the Pan 
American Hotel in Guatemala City, the priest, Jesuit 
Father Richard Howard of Berkeley, Calif., said his main 
concern ‘‘was for the safety of the refugees.”’ 


HE SAID his group was arrested after being told by 
soldiers at a roadblock near Aguacayo they could go into a 
restricted area. 


The priest said a local military commander, Col. Oscar 
Armando Carranza, arrived the next day to take a census 
of the refugees, then told the church group that ‘‘we could 
stay and be arrested or leave voluntarily in a half an 
hour,’’ Father Howard said. 

““We decided among ourselves to stay and passively 
resist. We got in a circle and prayed,”’ he said, adding 
that an army officer, a major, joined them in prayer. 

‘“WE ALL sat down, and the soldiers picked us up,”’ 
Father Howard said.

Group members were put on trucks and driven three 
miles north to Suchitoto, where they were detained for six 
hours. 

They were taken July 16 to police headquarters in San 
Salvador, where they underwent ‘‘detailed interviews,’’ 
the priest said.

Americans, Canadians and Australians, had 
accompanied about 600 refugees to El Salvador in 
order to resettle them in homes they had abandoned. 
The group was rounded up and taken under protest to 
nearby Suchitoto and later expelled to neighboring 
Guatemala. 


ALTHOUGH THEY were treated properly, he 
added, they had to buy whatever food they needed. 


In January the army declared Aguacayo a ‘‘conflict 
zone’’ and restricted travel because of operations against 
leftist guerrillas fighting to overthrow the U.S.-supported 
government. 


All baptized called to minister, says Jesuit priest

By the fact of our baptism, each of us is called to 
minister to all the people in our lives, a Jesuit theologian 
said during a recent appearance at the University of San 
Diego’s summer lecture series. 


Father John Futrell, who has spoken all over the world 
and written extensively on the subject of ministry, defined 
ministry as ‘“‘human services in response to the human 
needs of people.’’ 


NOT ALL human services are apostolic work, though. 
‘‘We must consciously be doing that service to carry on 
the mission of the church,’’ Father Futrell said. He 
defined the church as ‘‘just us folks struggling to form a 
human community until Jesus comes again; we are his

hypodermic needles by drug users are the two most 
common ways the disease is transmitted. 


“‘What is more contagious than AIDS is the bigotry 
and misinformation that surround it,’’ said Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles at a press conference July 
14 announcing formation of a Los Angeles-area 
interreligious council, sponsored by 15 denominations, to 
support AIDS victims. 


Archbishop Mahony, Episcopal Bishop Robert Rusack 
of Los Angeles and Rabbi Allen Freehling, president of 


Successful ministry cannot be measured in terms of 
professional success or failure, Father Futrell noted. It is 
possible to be a professional failure and an apostolic 
success. 


A successful minister, he said, communicates that Jesus 
is in each of us. ‘‘Be a leaven of the risen Christ in the 
world,’’ he told his audience at the Manchester 
Conference Center on the Alcala Park campus. ‘‘Put the 
Word in the bread, reveal and reflect the incarnation of all 
creation.”’ 


Father Futrell outlined four qualities that can help 
ministers to communicate more effectively: 

¢ BE PRESENT to people. The quality of our own 
experience will determine what kind of experience is 
being revealed through us. 


¢ We must ask ourselves honestly how we make other 


people feel. ‘‘If there is no joy in me, I can’t communicate 
it to you.”’ 

e Be a holy minister by realizing that ‘‘while I am 
doing this service, I am living out Jesus in me and 
communicating that to you.”’ 

e MAINTAIN A continuing rhythm of prayer in our 
lives. ‘‘Prayer is being present to the Lord within me.”’

According to Father Futrell, the glory of God “‘is 
human persons filled with his joy, loving one another 
perfectly and transforming the world in its beauty. Faith 
makes its power felt through love,’’ he said. ‘“God dreams 
a dream in us. We are called to say: ‘This is my body,’ in 
order to reveal Jesus Christ to the world.”’ 

Ministry is not about self-aggrandizement, Father 
Futrell added. ‘‘You don’t ask what you would like to do. 
You first determine what the needs are. Then you use 
your gifts to meet those needs.”’

AT THE press conference they condemned a 
California referendum initiative on this fall’s ballot, 
backed by political extremist Lyndon LaRouche, to 
quarantine AIDS victims. ‘‘I believe that our interfaith 
alliance speaks out in total opposition to...the so-called 
LaRouche initiative,’’ Rabbi Freehling said.

BISHOP STRALING urged Catholics to respond to 
AIDS sufferers ‘‘with compassion and unconditional 
love.”’ 


“‘While the church remains firm in her teachings 
against sexual activity between homosexuals, whereby 
some victims may have contracted AIDS, we must 
continue to show concern and love for the person,’’ he 
wrote.

An AIDS quarantine initiative will appear on the 
November ballot. I would like to point out that this 
initiative’s message fundamentally contradicts the 
gospel values of human dignity, freedom, and 
compassion. From a Christian moral point of view, we 
need to express our concern and compassion for 
persons with AIDS, for their families, and for their 
loved ones. 


This initiative would sacrifice the moral and legal 
rights of persons with AIDS as a response to the health 
threat posed by AIDS. Such a response is morally 
intolerable. Persons with AIDS are neither criminals 
nor enemies, and questions of guilt or blame are 
entirely irrelevant. 


AIDS IS a disease. The AIDS quarantine initiative, 
should it become law, will have a detrimental effect 
upon society. This measure suggests that persons with 
AIDS and even those who are merely suspected of 
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having AIDS be subject to breaches of existing 
confidentiality, loss of employment, exclusion from 
educational facilities, travel restrictions and possible 
quarantine or social isolation. The provisions of this 
initiative appear to be harmless, but it would result in 
widespread suspicion, mistrust, and eventually 
paranoia. Underlying this initiative are unfounded 
fear and extreme ignorance, neither of which should be 
allowed to sway public opinion. 


All persons with AIDS and ARC must be respected 
with dignity. They are ill people deserving of care. All 
legal and moral prejudices against persons with 
AIDS/ARC are to be condemned. The freedom of 
persons with AIDS must be protected. 

Prevent AIDS Now Initiative Committee (PANIC) 
is trying to make this an issue of public health only 
and, as such PANIC would sweep aside human rights. 
PANIC is drawing support because it makes persons 


with AIDS victims of religious and social oppression. 
AIDS is a human disease. Persons with AIDS/ARC 
are our brothers and sisters, members of our 
community. I call upon all people of good will to 
support in every way possible those who face this 
terrible and perplexing sickness. 


EDUCATION IS crucial. We need to educate the 
public that AIDS is caused by a virus which is chiefly 
transmitted through intimate contact. We need to 
carry this message to schools, work places, and 
people’s homes, thus clarifying the many 
misconceptions about AIDS. The advancement of 
knowledge about Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome encourages research which will, God 
willing, lead to treatment, prevention, and ultimately a 
cure.

Notre Dame president to retire in 1987 


After 34 years as Notre Dame head, ‘Mr. American Catholic’ calls it quits

WASHINGTON (NC) — He holds more honorary 
degrees than anyone else in history. For decades he has 
been an adviser to presidents and popes. He has been a 
U.S. ambassador and a member — often chairman or 
president — of so many national and international 
organizations that it takes four typewritten pages just to 
list them. ; 

But as he nears the end of a career as one of America’s 
most distinguished citizens, Holy Cross Father Theodore 
Hesburgh calls the priesthood ‘‘the core of my life.”’ 
Without that ‘‘I’d just as soon die.”’ 


AS PRESIDENT of the University of Notre Dame 
since 1952, the longest term held by any university 
president in the country, he has long been recognized as 
America’s, and probably the world’s, foremost figure in 
Catholic higher education. He plans to retire from that 
post at the end of the coming school year. 


As a trustee and chairman of the Rockefeller 
Foundation and a chairman of the Overseas Development 
Council, he was a leader of the Green Revolution to 
expand food supplies in the Third World. 


As a charter member of the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights and chairman in its most active period, he became 
one of the nation’s leading voices against racism before 
President Richard M. Nixon forced his resignation in 
1972 — a point of pride for him, since he was ousted for 
pushing civil rights too hard. In all, he has held 14 
presidential appointments. 


BUT IN the last three years or so Father Hesburgh, 
now 69, has come to see peace as the central issue facing 
the world and has devoted much of his talent and energy 
to developing an international alliance of scientists and 
religious leaders for nuclear disarmament. 


“Tt struck me after a while that if the world gets blown 
up, we won’t have any of these (other) problems because 
there won’t be any human beings.”’ 


‘Mr. American Catholic’ 


Msgr. John Tracy Ellis, dean of U.S. Catholic 
historians, calls him ‘‘Mr. American Catholic.’’ No other 
U.S. Catholic churchman today is so recognized and 
respected as Father Hesburgh, the historian said. ‘‘With 
all due respect to our archbishops and bishops, there isn’t 
a one who could touch him. . . . He’s miles and miles 
ahead.”’ 

IN A U.S. News and World Report poll in 1975, his 
fellow educators ranked him third among U.S. leaders in 
their field, and his religious peers called him the country’s 
most influential religious leader. 

Father Hesburgh, a Holy Cross priest for 43 years, 
reflected on U.S. Catholicism, Catholic education, civil 
rights, Third World development, abortion, women in 
the church and a variety of other topics in an interview 
during one of his frequent trips to Washington. 


Among his views: 


¢ ABORTION IS ‘‘an abomination,’’ and _ its 
legalization was ‘‘probably one of the worst blunders the 
(Supreme) Court ever made.”’ 


¢ Women “‘have enormous talents to offer’’ that ought 
to be ‘“‘unleashed as totally as possible”’ in the church. 


-@ U.S. Catholics today have ‘‘enormously more 
involvement...in the intellectual life’’ of the nation than 
they did a generation ago. 


e THE UNIVERSITY of Notre Dame ‘‘is a lot more 
Catholic today than when I was a student there.”’ 


¢ The “‘fervor has gone’ from the civil rights 
movement. Despite. great progress, ‘‘we still have a long 
way to go... and this is not the time to rest on the oars.’’ 

* On his critics, ‘‘I don’t bother’’ engaging in long 
debates with them. ‘I figure if you’re in the center of the 
action, you’re bound to be the target of a few arrows.”’ 


ASK HIM his favorite story about Notre Dame or 
himself, and he bypasses apocryphal tales such as alleged 
conversations between him and God to relate a true 
anecdote that illustrates how much of a worldwide 
phenomenon Notre Dame is. ‘‘One Tuesday night I was 
going across Red Square in Moscow with Jack Ryan, the 
president of Indiana University. And we ran across three 
Notre Dame groups or individuals, just going across Red 
Square at 11:30 at night. 


“‘He said, ‘You must have set that up.’ And I said, 
‘But it was your idea to come over here (that Tuesday 
night). . . . You should be here Saturday nights.’’’ 


He mentions almost casually his visit to Moscow and 
Peking this July to arrange for three ‘‘peace fellows’’ from 
each country to attend Notre Dame, with similar peace 
fellows from Japan, Europe and the United States, for a 
seminar and master’s degree program in peace studies. 


Around the world 80 times 


THE PRIEST estimates that over the years he has 
traveled about 2 million miles, or the equivalent of 80 full 
circuits around the globe, and been to 130 different 
countries. 

Maybe that’s why Notre Dame students affectionately 
joke, ‘‘What’s the difference between Father Hesburgh 
and God? . . . God is everywhere, Father Hesburgh is 
everywhere but here.”’ 

What does he think of today’s students at Notre Dame? 
How do they compare with earlier generations? 

““WE’RE GETTING superb students today... .We 
get students that are 300 points over the national 
averages’ on the Scholastic Aptitude Test. ‘“Over 50 
percent are in the top 10 percent (of their high school 
classes). . . . Even in our athletics, we graduate 99 
percent of all our varsity athletes.’’ 


He has to say 99 instead of 100 percent, he interjects, 
because of one football nlayer who failed to graduate. 

“This group is academically far superior to the group I 
entered Notre Dame with in 1934. . . . On any scale, 


today’s students are very, very good.”’ 


SPIRITUALLY, HE adds, “‘I see things today that I 
didn’t see when I was a student. I think the students today 
are very much more spontaneous in the practice of their. 
religion.”’

death, Polish statesman Ignacy Jan 
Paderewski was memorialized at a 
Mass in the National Shrine of Our 
Lady of Czestochowa. After the Mass 
a bronze memorial containing the 
remains of Paderewski’s heart was 
unveiled by Aloysius Mazewski, 
president of the Polish American 
Congress, and blessed by the bishop of 
Katowice, Poland. 


Paderewski devoted his life to 
helping make Poland a free country. In 
1918 he convinced his American 
friend, President Woodrow Wilson, 
that Poland should be free after World 
War I. The Versailles Treaty included 
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1921 until his death June 29, 1941, 
performing and raising money for war- 
ravaged Poland. He donated millions 
of dollars from his concerts to fund 
Polish soldiers fighting the Russian 
and German armies. 


Upon his death Paderewski’s sister, 
Antonia Wilkonska, requested 
removal of his heart to be enshrined in 
a suitable place where it could be 
venerated by Polonians from around 
the world. Four months after 
Paderewski’s death his sister died, 
forestalling any arrangements for the 
enshrinement of his heart. 


A mortician retained possession of 


marked with a marble plate. The heart 
was forgotten until the niche was 
discovered by chance in 1959, yet no 
further action was taken. 


PADEREWSKI’S BODY was laid 
to rest in the USS Maine Monument 
located in Arlington Cemetery at the 
request of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who said ‘‘Paderewski will 
remain here until he can be buried in 
free Poland.’’ President John F. 
Kennedy later said, ‘“That day has not 
yet come, but I believe that in this land 
of the free, Paderewski rests easily.’’ 


A few years ago the Polish American 
Congress arranged for the transfer of 


Joseph Paderewski, second cousin of 
Paderewski who resides in San Diego. 


A bronze memorial was designed 
and cast by sculptor Andrzej Pitnski of 
New York within which Paderewski’s 
heart was enshrined. The Paderewski 
Heart Bronze consisted of a spread 
eagle, the symbol of Poland, with the 
head of Paderewski in the center and a 
heart directly below. 


APPROXIMATELY 5,000 people 
were on hand for the ceremony in 
Doylestown to salute Paderewski, the 
“Heart of Poland.’’

Credit cards accepted for tuition

DETROIT (NC) — ‘‘Charge it,” 
could be heard in Detroit archdiocesan 
schools this fall. Parents will have the 
option of using credit cards to pay for 
tuition. 

Under a plan announced by the 
archdiocesan Department of Education, 
parents will be able to charge all tuition 
and fees. Individual schools will decide 
whether or not to participate. 


THE PLAN was worked out between - 


archdiocesan officials and representatives 
of the National Bank of Detroit. 


Franciscan Father David Franco, 
archdiocesan school superintendent who 
left this summer for a similar position in 
the Diocese of Joliet, Ill., said the plan 
“‘will be a major step in getting our 


schools out of the finance business so that 
they can focus on education.’’ 


“By utilizing the credit card program, 
tuition payments could be made in 
periodic increments rather than in two 
lump sums, as is usually the case now,”’ 
said Father Francis Reiss, director of the 
education department. 


HE ADDED that in most Catholic 
schools 65 percent to 75 percent of the 
operating budget comes from tuition, a 
situation that can create cash flow 
problems. 


Father Reiss said that under the new 
payment plan ‘‘a school or parish that 
banks with the National Bank of Detroit 
will mail the charge slips into a local 
processing center and their bank checking 
account will be credited the same day.”’

THE FEELING of being in love adds 
zest and meaning to our lives.
